WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—The revenus of
the Poatoflice department for the year ending
June 30, 1894, shows a falling off, while the
pxponditures have Inereased, The deflelency
for the fiscal year of 1803 wan 356,086,743,
while the deficlency for 1804 Is  §9240 955,
The deereasa of recelpts wie $R16.434, and
the Increass of exponditures $3,260400. The
total oxpenditures for 1804 are $84 244,014, and
recelpts  §75.040470. The department suf-
ferod lowsow amotinting (o $63 882 by out-
standing bad debila and otmpromlses with
debtors. The difference will ba made up by
appedpriations, Home of the facts regarding
the stamps lsgued, taken the report
of the third asslstant poytmaster general, are
Intoreating. There were |lksuwed during the
time the order was (n force 2,014, 21.100 Col-
tmblan stampa: of thess 1,464 BEST00 were
R-oent stamps, and 449,185,650 1-gent stampn.

The use of Columblan stamps nocoss!inted
A change In the color of the spacial delivery
ptamps, ns there was & great deal of oon-
fusion over the simllarity. A review of the
Lranster of atamp printing from the Amariean
Bank Nole company to the Bursau of BEagray-
lng Is made, and It is declured that, not-
withstanding the complaints  made of
the charpoter of the slamps  lssned
by the burenu, It has  been  demon-
Biratad that there will be a saving to the
Eovernment of 142,204 for one year, nnd
B1,443,166 for four years.

It ia now claimed at the depariment that
the faults In the new stamps complained of
will be remedied and that the new {sme will
be ws good an those furnished by the Ameri-
gan Bank Note eompany. The third as-
plstant postmaster general eriticlzen the act
pI July 16, 1804, which allowed admiission to
the malls a8 second class metter publoa-
tony of bensvolent and charilable associa-
tlons, mostly mecret soclety publloations.

DETAILED WORK OF THE OFFICE,

First Asslstant Postmaster General Frank
Jones has submitted his annual report to the
postmaster general. Tt s a4 review of the
work under his charge for the year ending
dune 30, 18, and contains his recommenda-
tions for the Improvement of the service,
Mr. Jones recommends legislation to pro-
toct the postmarking stamp In use at post-
plMices, ax the stamp is now used for upluwful
purposes. Ho reviews his  recommendalion
for legislation to prevent the boycotting of
poatmasters by mailing of letters at places
other than the office, which results In reduc-
Ing the salary of the postmaster boyeotted.
Ha calls especial attention to the misuse of
the franking privilege.

He may®: “There seems to bhe some mis-
apprehenalon among members of congress as
lo the scope of the franking privilege, whleh
has resulted In gome postmusters deolinlng
to send ches or other matter presented
far malllng, and this dopartment has boen
palled upon to give special instructions in
such matters. Instead of the name belng
written or placed on the envelopes by the
hand stamp, It has been In some instances
lmproperly printed thereon, The speeches
therson contained have bornes the advertise-
ment of the p:inter, which formed no part
of the Congressional Record, and therefors
ars subject to postage as third class mat-
ter. In addition to this some of the pack-
nges went by niil under the frank of the
member have been found after dellvery to
contain printed matter outside of the Con-
gresafonal Record, and public documents are
therefore not frankable under the lawa above
quoted.

"In ths Nternture belng sent under seal,
tho départment (s, of coorse, unable to detect
violations, 'There Is no penalty sttached to

“Ax this department s required to earry
without 1 cent of revenue hundreds of tons
of franked matler, additlonal limitations
should be placed on the use of the frank
or penalty of some Kind Imposed for its un-
Jawful use, and 1 respeetlully suggest that
the attention of congress be called to this
matier for euch actlon as It should deem
proper.”

How Colanel Moshy Learned the Plaos of
the Union Forees—Strategy of Pauline
Cushman— A Tennesiee Heroine,
Expert * wordemnn und Shot.

Women of all rauks and positions took
pirt in the late civil war, not only as splos,
but also ams private soldiers and holding
honorary commissions, It Is diMoult to sy
whother thelr motives were like those of
Joan of Are—the salvation of thelr couniry-
or merely love of excitement. But it s as-
tonishing to Mnd, in talking with ex-officers,
lhow many of the other sex did share the
hardships of battle, some openly confessing
thelr sex, others disgulsed as mon.

Every one knows of Belle Boayd, the famous
spy, but there are many whose names never
became famous, bul whose work was as
wubtle and as daring.

Brigadier Genernl Baker of (he secret werv-
Inee during the elvil war tells of the work of
n Miss Ford, who was a devolted Nttle rebel,
mnd lived at Fairfax Court House. Her
father’s home was headquarters for (he siaff
afficera of the union. and Miss Ford was
quite n bellz nmong them. She was, to all
purpases, for the unlon, and the ofMcers be-
lleved In her to the extent of telling her
miich of the atrongth of the army. Hy care-
ful investigation and clowe obrervation she
obialned In a seemingly careless manner all
Information necessary for the use of the
confaderates,

The only frequent visllor she had was an
anpretentious, provinelal youth, who would
Sit on the piagzs with her in the forenoon
oxciting no suspielon. The “youth' wans
Mosby, the famous guerilla, and Miss Ford,
who was honorary alde-de-camp to Brigadier
Genoral J. B, B. Btuart, was giving him the
whole scheme ana strength of  the union
forees, where the plekets were stationed, the
strength of the outposts, the names of offl-
cers In command, the nature of general or-
dérs, the places where officers’ quarters were
established and the number of officers pres-
ent.

Onee when she was riding with a unfon
afficer, Mosby jolned them in his unfashions-
ble citizens’ clothes; Miss Ford Introduced
him under hls asgumed name, and Jolning
thom for a few miles, he ledarned moch that
he wighed to know, That night Mosby waw
enabled, through Miss Ford's Informution, to
mike the attack upon General Stroughton,
ecarrying oflicers as priseners, also valuahlo
property, and capturing 100 fine horses.

Tn a burst of confl-
dence. Miss Ford showed the deteclive the
sedled commission of ald-de-camp, which she
kept between her miutlressss. She was ar-
rested and sont to Old Capltol prison.

INCOMPATIBILITY OF TEMPER,

she wias a soulherner, Disgnised in soldior s’
clothes she had entered too far into the lines,
and was arrested for a gpy.

But It transpired that
In the course of the Interview the ltile
doldler exprossed o Mrs, Smith so em-
phatically her opinilun of ‘Yankees' and all
their doings thot the clergyman’s wife grew
indignunt  and lof, declaring  the woman
gofdier might remain in bed forever, or woear
her male garb untit It dropped off before she

had publie recognition from General Kearny
of her services, His death prevented her
promotion. She was often under fire. An
officer was once shot down by hor side, and
once, when a rebel officer was captured, Mra,
Btheridge eswcorted him to the rear by the
general's command. Al Bpottsylvania
Heights, when the soldlers were retreating,
sho remonstrated with them amd bronght
them back, altogether proving herself a dar-
Ing soldier. Bhe recelvod a government an-
pointment after the war,

The Baths Ballt In San Francikeo by Sutro,
the Tannel Milllonulre.

The Sulro baths exceed the famous Roman
baths of antlquily In slze aa well as pguip-
ment, #ays the San Francisco Hxaminer,
The largest of the Roman baths had abont
200 feot of frontage, to use the modern com
mercial terma of destgnation. Two of these
great bathing plnces might be dropped within
the Sutro bathe and still leave room enouigh
for men to walk and women Lo flirt.

Adolph Sutro Is a skillful engineer and ki
enjoys solving problems In construction or
breaking through difficulties o mechanles as
he enjoys invigorating exerclse. Ho designed
the building over the bith, devised the pla
for waler supply, Invented and patented the
apparatus for heating the wator. The Sulro
tunnels, second serjes, are part of his xeheme
of construction.

With the ocean at his feet, the breakers
dashing against the rocks, Mr. Sulro deemed
that naturd had so well provided power W
send the wptér to the bathing tanks that
it fielal means would ba unn ce 8 fy., There-
fore with much nolse and efthunldasm he
Blasted out a basin In the solld roock. Owver
the edge of this basin comes the waler of
the huge rollery, Tostead of ridibg the crost
of the wave, Mr, Sutro traps the crest of the
wiave and uses It for his ewn purpose,
the basin the water flows throvgh tunnels
und. cnnals, passss gates until it reaches the
reservolr, where it I8 warmed by Lhe Sulrg
patent process, and then it flows Into the
great tanks in the huge glass and steel bulld-
Ing.

On the rosd te the tanks through the canals
and the tunnels the water has to pay toll of
sand. Of course, it would not do ta have the
waves carry thelr load of sand Into the baths,
o a seitling piace In provided. By automatic
arrangement, also the deviee of Mr, Sutro,
the sand Is washed back Into the otean, while
the water, cleared, goes on [ty course through
iunoels and canala to the tanks.

Sometimes the tide Is very low and some-
times the ocean, even at the cliff, Is qulet
Thore might be times when the water could
wot dash over the rock wall into the basin
Artifice in employed to take the place ol na-
inre when nature I8 In a guigt mood. An
smergency pipe pokss it§ black proboscis
under the waves, and & pump oan draw
throuph it 5,000 gallons a minute whenever
the 000 gallons are wanled o & minuie,

Having made enough tunnels to admit the
water, sandless and Lepid, 1o the tanks, Mr.
sutro had o provide for wending the waler
to sss ugain, that the ocean might nol be
Arained. Dropping oul the water at the place
at which 1t was taken In would nol be sat-
isfactory. Mr. Butrg did not want the batha
to be recelving the same water over und over
agaln. That plan would be too easy. In it
were no obatueles Lo overcome. He lald an
outlet pipe through tunnels probubly several
hundred fest long, and through this the water
will flow from the tanks and retarn to the
sea severnl hundred feet from the place
whonee [t was taken.

The water that comes in through ths tun-
nels muat A1l six tanks. The largeat of theae,
the main swimming tank, 18 276 feet long,
andl at the place of groatest breadth 18 1650
fent wide. The other tanks are smaller,
Some will be used for ladles and children,
some for beginners—each one las s por-
tlewlar use, One tank will be flled with
cold salt water f[or swimmers who want a
shock. Then there Is a little tank Alled with
fresh water supplied from the Sutro waler

The “Dissppenring Well™

The eclebrated “disappoaring wel” In sltu-
ated on n farin near Clympls, Wash.  Jt wias
sunk in 1883, the workmen going down to a
depth of twenty three feet. About 18500 J¢
witd notfeed that the platform was belng
gradually ralsed off the ground by the thy
lnyer of bricke, which had protroded shoye
the ground, and before the dnd of The yiay
hatl repeated the operation twelve difforent
tHmes, removing not less than two feot of
the wall, Singe the spring of 1891 the wall
has bden entirely abandoned, the water hav-
o become unfit for use on account of some
bhpoxious gas escaping from it, and which
can he emelled at a distanco of 100 festl from
the weil. Since its abandonment nothing has
been done toward removing the bricks which
gradually, but surely, layer after layer, show
themselves above the ground. At tha present
time the wall actunlly “sticks' out of tha
grovwnd, ke a bhuge clroular ehimney, Its
hefght nbove the surfucs helng o few Inches
over ten foet, The bottom of the well I
now only eleven feet from tho surfave, and
It has been ealeolated that at the present
rata of the upheaval It will actually rise
to tha surface level and antirely disappear
by the ond of 1585, Seientific Inquiry proves
thnt the phenomenun I8 of Eelsmio origin
and that it s really the khowing of.the lesser
foroes of nn enrthqusioe. :
